DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 11-18 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach the claim combination features the spring loaded heat sink assembly to the 
circuit assembly having the upper portion with the actuation device extending through 
the upper portion and contacting surface of the lower plate; the actuation device being 
adjustable in order to move the lower plate to the upper portion and at least a fastener 
movably connecting the lower plate to the upper portion with the rest of the claims 
limitations.
